Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for forming salicides (cobalt silicide), 
wherein forming a first amorphous region having first annealing process to controllably 
partially recrystallize the first amorphous region produce second amorphous region 
having a second carrying out at least one first thermal predetermined depth less than 
first predetermined depth.
